The  House  of  Comfort  was  a  com¬ 
modious,  cocl  and  comfortable  struc¬ 
ture,  flanking  the  westerly  limit,  aud 
therein  many  sought  refuge  from  the 
bustle  and  din  outside.  On  the  south 
one  of  the  most  venerable  buildings, 
put  up  wheii  Arden  was  young,  Bad

the  scene,  with  a  “Bless,  you  my 
children”  mien  on  its  peaceful  face. 
If  this  be  ultra-imaginary,  as  prose, 
certainly  there  was  a  happy  appropri¬ 
ateness  in  the  Selectmen  and  Ladies 
Arden  choosing  a  spot  as  close  as 
possible  to  its  sheltering  side,  where

[  platform,  also  to  sene  as  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  aud  Selectmen's  forum.  Here 
the  closing  ceremonies  of  the  fete 
came  off,  the  newly  made  President,

The  Aucieat  CHy  of  Cairo  Mow  a  Wloli 
Keeort  for  fcuropeaaa— The  Inveottoaa 
of  Modern  •rleoee  la  trod  need  -  Curved 
by  Oppreeal*S  Taxation. 

Modern  civilization  is  making  rapid 
strides  in  the  land  of  Egypt.  The  young 
giant  of  the  wot.  whose  itching  palm  is 
reaching  out  toward  Japan,  China.  Corea 
and  the  land&f  soutii  Asia,  has  already 
a  strong  grip  on  this  birthplace  of  his¬ 
tory,  and  the£gypt  of  the  {Kist  has  days 
that  are  numwred.  Alexandria  Itas  long 
since  arisen  from  the  ashes  of  the  bom¬ 
bardment  of  seven  years  ago,  and  it  is 
now  the  size  of  Cleveland  or  Washing¬ 
ton.  It*  buildings  are  European  rather 
than  Arabic,  and  its  streets  have  French 
names.  Cairo,  the  city  of  Arabian 
nights,  is  fast  becoming  a  city  of  Parisian 
nights,  and  the  Mohammedan  call  to 
prayer  is  miqgled  with  the  bacchanalian 
songs  of  the  cafe  chan  tan  ts.  Modern 
science  is  pulling  the  mummies  from  the 
pyramids.  4  telephone  line  runs  almost 
to  the  very  aar  of  the  Sphinx,  and  the 
old  lady  is  being  pulled  from  t  lie  sand 
by  modem  iron  cars  made  in  Europe. 

There  is  a  hotel  at  the  Itase  of  the  Pyra¬ 
mid  of  Cheoph  in  which  English  men  and 
women  drink  hramfr  ami  soda,  and  the 
spirit  of  that  Nineteenth  century,  w  ith 
some  of  its  virtues  and  aii  of  its  vices,  is 
breathing  new  life  into  the  land  of  the 
Pharaohs.  1 

Cairo  is  becoming  a  winter  residence 

city,  and  it  ba_s  hundrvds  of  mansions 

w  hich  w  ouldMo  credit  to  New-  York  or 
Paris.  Realistatc  has  rapidly  risen  in 
value,  and  the  land  upon  which  the  baby 
Moses  lay  in  the  bulrushes  is  now  worth 
a  big  price  pgr  squire  foot.  When  I  vis¬ 
ited  Cairo  about  eight  years  ago  the  don¬ 
key  was  the  I  chief  hackney  cab  of  the 
foreigner,  and  men,  women  and  children 
went  sight  swing  on  long  eared  beasts, 
with  donkey dtoya  in  blue  gowns  follow¬ 
ing  behind  add  punching  up  the  animals 
by  poking  shftrp  sticks  into  patches  of 
bare  flesli  as  big  as  a  dollar,  each  of 
which  had  bwn  denuded  of  6kin  for  the 
purpose. 

The  hotels  had  Egyptian  servants  in 
turbans  and  gowns,  and  you  called  your 
boy  to  your  rOoru  by  clapping  your  hands. 

Now  the  Iskmaelitish  hack  driver  has 
taken  the  town,  and  though  he  wears  c- 
fez  cap  his  dress  is  European  all  J  his 
cheek  is  as  liar  d  as  that  of  an  American 
cabby.  The  donkey  boys,  though  they 
are  as  bright  as  ever,  have  lost  their  mo¬ 
nopoly,  and  fheir  customers  are  confined 
to  foreign  men  and  to  the  natives.  In 
side  the  walls  of  Shephcard's  hotel, 
where  I  am  stopping,  you  are  as  far 
from  old  Eg^pt  as  you  would  lie  in  the 
Grand  hotel  at  Paris.  The  servants  are 
French,  s[**kking  Swiss,  in  black  swal¬ 
low  tail  coats.  The  chambers  have  elec¬ 
tric  bells,  and  the  $4  a  day  which  you 
pay  for  youwk  >ard  does  not  include  either 
candles  •  ^Gap. 

The  wholeof  the  soil  of  Egypt  has  been 
brought  down  from  the  mountains  of 
Abyssinia  by  the  Nile.  It  is  nowhere 
more  than  fifty  feet  deep  and  its  average 
depth  is  about  thirty-five  feet.  Under 
this  soil  is  ifound  t lie  sand.  The  Nile 
waters  it  as  Well  as  fertilizes  it,  for  there 
is  no  rain  to  speak  of  in  Egypt.  The 
country  is  fiat.  Here  at  Cairo  you  can 
see  for  miles  in  every  direction,  and 
standing  on  the  great  Pyramid  the  val¬ 
ley  of  the  Nile  is  spread  out  below  you 
in  a  great  jiatchwork  of  different  shades 
of  green.  There  are  no  fences  and  few 
trees.  Her*  and  there  a  grove  of  tall 
palm  raise  lln  ir  fan  like  heads  high  up 
the  clearlblue  atmosphere,  and  near 
them  you  so#  a  village  of  mud  huts  made 
of  the  samepun  dried  sticks  that  Pharaoh  . 
ground  out  of  the  children  of  Israel.  This 
great  plain  i*  cut  up  by  canals;  roads  run 
here  and  tkere  Dirough  it,  and  along 
these  move  earavans  of  camels,  of  Egyp¬ 
tians  in  gowns  upon  donkeys  and  of 
droves  of  donkeys  laden  with  grass  or 
grain.  Thtifro  are  cattle  and  6heep  by  the 
thousand  upon  the  field,  and  their  fat 
sides  glisten  under  the  tropical  sun  as 
they  munch  the  sweetest  and  juciest  of 
clover.  Tb#  air  just  now  is  as  pure  as 
dial  of  Denver.  All  nature  seems  to 
smile,  and  the  only  poor  thing  upon  the 
scene  is  mas. 

Out  of  th#*ix  and  a  half  million  people 
of  Egypt,  fully  six  million  are  peasants. 

They  are  kt)own  as  ••fellahs."  They  are 
the  tillers  of  the  Boil  and  they  are  the 
people  whqBo  the  work,  and  make  the 
money  whieh  pays  the  immense  yearly, 
debt  of  Egypt.  These  “fellahs"  are  the 
ancient  F.gwptians.  They  have  been  ojv- 
pressed  tluWUghout  the  ages  until  they 
have  no  spirit  left  in  them,  and  they  ar£ 
happy  if  they  can  get  enough  to  keep 
themselvi a  alive.  ,  You  6ee  their  mud 
illages  ev«y  where,  and  they  slave  from 
morning  uatil  night  in  the  fields.  Their 
houses  arelrarely  more  than  ten  feet 
high  and  often  not  more  than  eight  feet 
square.  lo  an  Egyptian  village  the 
houses  are  built  close  together.  There 
are  no  pavements,  gas  lamps,  nor  mod¬ 
ern  impro^ments  of  any  kind.  The 
furniture  Jtuioh  house  consists  of  a  few 
mats,  a  *tie#p>kin.  a  copper  kettle  and
